What souls are detained in Purga- 
tery? This is a question that per-, 
plexes those who misunderstand the 
Catholic teaching in regard to this 
“middie place” called Purgatory. 
Souls that are free from morta! sin 
but are stained with venial sin must 
suffer in Purgatory until every blot is 
removed, for nothing defiled can enter 
Heaven. The daily little acts of im- 
perfection, of disobedience, of vanity, 
are frequently overlooked and 
must be atoned for before the soul

word “Purcatory” 


Many objections are based upon vy 
foolish assertion that the word “Pur- 
gatory” is not found in the Bible. The 
signifies a place of 


purgation and is used to designat 
that place where the soul is freed 
from any stain that might keep it 
from entrance into Heaven. Now, 
while it is true that the word “Purya- 
tory” is to be found nowhere in the 
Bible, yet it is equally true that the 


place where this purgation is accom- 
plished is frequently alluded to in the 
clear and unmistakable terms. 
In the Gospel of St. Matthew, XVI, 
we read “Then will He render to 
every man according to his works.” 
Everyone who reads this passage 
admit that there is an evident distinc- 
tion between rreater and lesser sins. 
Those who die with lesser sins

a fact all the more alarming because it strikes at the very foundation of 
childhood, burdening the future citizen with a handicap to be carried through 
out adult life. 


Dr. Lucas, examining the poorly nourished war children of Belcium, to | 


whom hundreds of shiploads of American white flour were fed by the Belgian 
Relief, found tuberculosis and rickets had increased to such an extraordinary 
extent that the hospitals and sanatoriums, supplemented with many addi 
tional clinics, were wholly unable to care for the cases. 

In France and England tuberculosis among children, due to under-nour- 
dishment ,first doubled during the early years of the war and then quadrupled. 
‘ven the height of children during the growing period between twelve and 
‘fifteen years of age was cut down one and one-fifth inches, and the older 
children who had finished their crowth as far as height was concerned, 
cording to Dr. S. Josephine Baker, suffered an appalling 
to underfeeding. 

The increase in wages in 1918 did not offset the decrease in the buying 
power of the dollar, and Dr. Baker declares from ker specialized investiga 
tiens that “never before have our children been so underfed or ¢ 
vitality. 

“There is no actual starving among them, it is merely a 
habitual underfeedine, the real significance of which is lessened 
te disease. 

“Such underfed children will not only contract the diseases of childhood 
more readfiy, but they will be the first to fal! victims of tuberculosis.”

PARISH SCHOOL EFFICIENCY. 

The high cost of living has played havoe with the 
Public Schools during the past two years. According 
to information that has rone out from headquarters, 
18,000 schools were forced to close their doors alto- 
gether during the schoo! term beginning September, 

1919, and closing June, 1920. During this period there 
was a shortage of 40,000 teachers. 

In forcible contrast to this condition is the report 
which comes from the Catholic Educational Associa- 
tion to the effect that not a single C: rage school was 
ciosed in recent years because of the H. C La. 

In the year 1918 it was reported that 82 ladies 
taught in the Public Schools for every 18 men. Forty 
Whil ago the proportion was 58 ladies to 42 men. 

hile there are no statistics available for 1920, it is to 
be surmised that a greater proportion of men than 
ladies have left off teaching since 1918. 

This information tells a tale of growing ineffi- 
ciency in the Public Schools and of rising efficiency in 
the Parochia! Schools. There is w National Catholic 
Educational Association just as there is a National 
Body working in the interest of the Public Schools. 
The Officers of the Catholic Educational Association 
keep in close touch with the other organization, and 

-@im at keeping the standard of the curriculum of the 
Parochial Schools, grade for grade, just a little bit 
higher than that of the secular National Body. Sup- 
erintendents of Public Schools everywhere have found 
it necessary to employ many persons as teachers who 
would be rejected if there were not a teacher short- 
age; they have had to re-engage ihe services of many 
men and ladies who had retired from teaching years 
ago and who are not versed in the latest methods of 

_. pedagogy. 

&*°?i Directors of Catholic Qchools have not this con- 
dition to face. The men and ladies who are teaching 
in our Parochial Schools entered this field to remain 
for life; they are not looking for different work with 
better pay. Their hearts are set on one thing only, 
and that is to benefit the pupils who are under their 
care. And all the while the community, under whose 
auspices they labor, strives to keep abreast of the lat- 
est methods applied to schoo! work. 

The Parish School, therefore, must be, to say the 
least, as efficient as the Public School competitor. 
Hence, parents who would send their children to the 
Parish School merely for the secular education would 
make no mistake. If, in addition, the chiid is sure to 
ye under wholesome discipline and environment; if 
the conscience of the child is trained along with its 
memory ; its heart along with its head; if it be taught 
of God as well as of man: if it be prepared for life 
hereafter as well as for life here; if the teachers be 
more interested in producing good children than 
learned children, good citizens than mere clever men 
and women—the superiority of the religious school 
over the secular is evident.
